To sug- 
gest the internationalisation of the Ger- 
man colonies now would be to invite 
trouble with our own Dominions, which 
have very definite views about the fature 
of those colonies, All these matters will be 
proper subjects of discugsion—after Ger- 
many is well beaten in the field. Per- 
haps, the Allied democracies will then 
favour Mr. Wells’s plan, or, perhaps, Eng- 
land will agree, as the Provost of Trinity 
College has just suggested in The Times, 
to waive her gigantic claim for war in- 
demnities in return for possession of the 
German colonies, Perhaps, France will 
adopt a similar policy in regard to Alsace 
and Lorraine. The essential truth is, how- 
ever, that to propose schemes for the ful- 
filment of which we have no shadow of 
security would be not merely a foolish, 
but a dangerous, thing, since it must pro- 
voke controversy that would impair the 
British Empire's concentration on the war. 
We can deal safely with Germany only 
after she has lost her power to strike, to 
bully, and to bribe. The first condition of

ARMS RESTRICTIONS IN 


IRELAND. 

The Times eays —Further amendments to the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations have been 
made by Order in Council. The Board of Trade 
now has power to authorise an increas in 
charges viade for carrying merchandise by sea 
between Great Britain and Ireland by a carrier, 
whose power af charge has hitherto been limited 
by Statute. The Board is also given an equal 
authority with the Army Council to enter on 
any land to fell trees, and to take possession 
of buildings, plant, or vehicles for that purpose. 
A reference to the unsettled condition of Ire- 
lend is to be found in the axtension of the 
Regulation which prohibits the importation into 
the United Kingdom of arms or ammunition 
without & permit. It is now provided also that 
no person shall “remove from or to Great 
Britain, to or from Irelaud any arms, ammu- 
nition, or explosive substance. The burden of 
proving himself innocent of a contravention ‘of 
the Regulation is placed on a person who is 
found with any article which comes within the 
Regulstion in his possession, or under his con- 
trol. Powers of search and esisure are con- 
ferred on the Competent Naval or Military 
Authority, the police, and officers of Customs 
and Excise.

PORTUGUESE IN ACTION. 


FRENCH TAKE HILL 304. 

As the result of fierce fighting to the south 
of Lens during Thursday night we hold 
the German trenches to the north-east 
of the “Green Crassier.” The enemy 
has suffered very heavy loss. 

A feature of the forenoon report is the men. 
tion of the troops of our oldest ally, 
Portugal, as repulsing raids at two points 
north of La Bassee. 

During the day the enemy, by means of 
strong counter-attacks, forced back our 
advanced troops on the Vpres-Menin road. 

Fierce fighting took piace in Inverness and 
Glencosse Wood. 

The French have made further important ad- 
vances on the Meuse. 

On the left bank they attacked with great 
dash, at 4.50 p.m. yesterday, the enemy 
positions between Avocourt Wood and 
Mort Homme, reaching and exceeding all 
their objectives, 

They carried Hill 304 at a bound, as well as 
Cammard Wood to the west. 

North of Hill 304 they next attacked a series 
of fortified works reaching to the southern 
bank of Forges Brook, advancing to a 
depth of two kilometres. 

Simultaneously they extended their positions 
north of Mort Homme to a depth of a 
kilometre. 

The German afternoon report claims that 
they have wrested from the British the 
ground gained in the recent fighting south 
of the Ypres-Menin road, and that they 
have recaptured and hold their lost 
trenches; Also, they state, that during 
the attacks of August 22nd some 22 tanks 
were destroyed, and the survivors of 
their crews were made prisoners, They 
report that our attack on the 
Doual railway line has failed.

COMPANIONS OF HONOUR. 


IRISH RECIPIENTS. 

We print below the first list of the new 
Imperial Honours, which was issued yesterday. 
It will be remembered that when the new 
Orders were instituted it was stated officially 
that in recognition of the manifold services, 
voluntary and otherwise, that have been 
rendered both by British subjects and their 
Allies in connection with the war, His Majesty 
the King had been pleased to institute two 
Orders, Both Orders, though created jn con- 
nection with the war, will, doubtless, survive it, 
inasmugh as they will be found tq fill an im- 
portant gap in the awards of honour for public 
services at the hands of the Sovereign. 

The first of the Orders is an Order of Knight- 
hood, styled The Order of the British 
Empire. It is conferred, as the title indicates, 
for services rendered to the Empire, whether at 
home or abroad. This Order follows, in most 
respects, the precedents of other Orders of 
Knighthood; but it consists of five Classes, and 
is given to women as well as men, The first 
two Classes will, in the case of men, carry the 
honour of Knighthood, and, in the case of 
women, the privilege of prefixing tue title 
“ Dame to their naioes. | 

The second Order, which is ejonsig restricted 
in number, is. entitled ‘The Order of the Com- 
panions of Honour,” and consists of one Class 
only, to which women are eligible equally 
with men. The Order carries with it no title 
or precedence, and is conferred upon a limited 
nu r of persons for whom this special dis- 
tinction seems to be the most appropriate form 
of recognition, constituting, as it does, an 
Honour diasociated from either the acceptance 
of title or the classification of merit. 

The appointments to the first two Classes of 
the — sag Order will involve personal in- 
vestiture by the King, where practicable, and 
possibly the insignia of the other Classes will 
alsa be bestowed at a Royal investiture. 


PRECEDENCE OF THE ORDER, 

A supplementary London Gazette was issued 
last night containing the Royal Warrant creat- 
ing the status of the Order of the British Em- 
pire. This states that the Order will rank next 


to, and immediately after, the Victorian Order, 


and before the Distinguished Service Order. 
Knights Grand Cross wil have precedence im- 
mediately after Knights Grand Cross of the 
Victorian Order, and Dames Grand Cross will 
have precedence immediately before wives of 
Knights Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath, 
and may use the appellation of Dame before 
their Christian or first names. Knights Com- 
mander will have precedence immediately after 
Knights Commander of the Victorian Order;
